2. The Committee will be known as the “Railway Catering and Passenger 
Amenities Committee, 1967“ and its terms of reference will be—~ 

(i) to examine the working of Catering Services on Indian Railways, both 
contract and departmental and make recommendations on the follow¬ 
ing aspects; — 

(al the relative merits of contract and departmental catering and the area 
of operation which should be set apart for -each; 

(b) the deficiencies In the present service and the measures to effect the 
necessary improvements; 

(r) control of expenditure on departmental catering with a view to pro¬ 
viding the best possible service without incurring any loss; and 

(ii» to review' the policy and practices in vogue on Railways in respect of 
provision of passenger amenities at Railway Stations and suggest 
measures to maximise the benefits to the passengers, keeping in view 
the financial allocations made for the Fourth Plan period. 

3. The Committee will endeavour to complete their work in six months.
